Palladium tower 
scheme rejected

CAMPAIGNERS are celebrating what 
they say is a victory for common sense 
after council planners threw out proposals 
for a 16-storey “mega tower” next to Shep¬ 
herd’s Bush Green. 

The unpopular application, which would have 
seen one of the borough’s most iconic buildings de¬ 
molished, was given the thumbs down last week fol¬ 
lowing a barrage of complaints from residents. 

Dorsett Hospitality International - owners of the 
nearby Dorsett Hotel - had hoped to knock down the 
old Palladium and replace it with an enormous apart¬ 
ment block. But the bulldozers have been kept at bay 
by the council’s decision, which sends the developer 
back to the drawing board. 

Nick Fernley, chair of the Hammersmith and Ful¬ 
ham Historic Buildings Group, welcomed the judge¬ 
ment. He said: “The developers said they would 
create a landmark that signals Shepherd’s Bush 
Green as a ‘place’. But there is no need - the existing 
buildings are already landmark buildings.” 

The rejected application detailed plans to demol¬ 
ish the Palladium, most recently an outlet of the Aus¬ 
tralian pub chain Walkabout, in order to erect a huge 
apartment building. 

The “hideous” 16-storey block was due to contain 
56 apartments, seven flats and a cafe but was flatly 
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PLANS for a 16-storey tower block next to 
Shepherd's Bush Green have been rejected. 

refused planning permission by council chiefs at a 
meeting last week - much to the delight of local 
campaigners who feared the “mega tower” would 
dwarf the other properties in the area. 

Tom Ryland, vice-chairman of the Hammersmith 
Society, said he was “delighted” with the decision. 


“It was completely inappropriate to have a 
tower of that height in the Green,” he said. “We’re 
not opposed to the site being redeveloped but it 
has to be more sensible.” 

The decision was also welcomed as a vote of 
confidence for the local entertainment sector after 
The Theatres Trust warned that the “dominating 
and bland” tower would have a negative impact 
on the nearby Shepherd’s Bush Empire. 

Originally Pyke’s Cinematograph Theatre, the 
treasured building is more than 100 years old. A 
popular cinema in its heyday, the building became 
known as the Palladium before ending its run in 
the early 1980s. The historic picture house was 
sold to Walkabout but the pub chain went into ad¬ 
ministration in 2013 and Dorsett snapped up the 
site.

Capital embraces cycling revolution 


M ORE people are cycling in 
London than at any time since 
records began, new Transport 
for London figures show. 

2014 was also the safest year on record for Lon¬ 
don cyclists. Cycling on the TfL main roads rose 
by 11 per cent last year and has increased by 59 
per cent since the Mayor took office in 2008. 

The total number of cycle journeys on all roads 
in London rose to around 610,000 a day - almost 
223 million a year. This is a rise of five per cent in 
a year and almost 25 per cent since 2008. 

The number of cyclists killed and seriously in¬ 
jured on the capital’s roads fell to 432 last year - a 
drop of 12 per cent on 2013, which was itself 27 
per cent down on the year before. 

One journey in every 513,000 now ends in death 
or serious injury - the lowest rate ever recorded, 
beating the previous low of 2006 when it was one 
journey in every 434,000. 

TfL surveys from 2014, also published today, 
showed that 72 per cent of those who cycle in Lon¬ 
don do so at least once a week - up from two- 
thirds in 2013. 
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Cyclists also said 
they felt safe when cy¬ 
cling in traffic, with 91 
per cent of regular cy¬ 
clists and 88 per cent 
of occasional cyclists 
feeling safe, up from 
89 per cent and 75 per 
cent respectively in 
2013. 

The increased pro¬ 
portion of occasional 
cyclists who feel safe 
is up from 75 per cent 
last year but regular 
cyclists who feel safe 
is 91 per cent up from 
89 per cent last year. 

The Mayor of Lon¬ 
don, Boris Johnson, 
said: “These figures 
are tremendously en¬ 
couraging and will, I hope, give even more people 
the confidence to get on their bikes. 

“Operation Safeway, which we made a perma¬ 


nent feature last year, has already helped improve 
driver and cyclist behaviour. But we need to do 
more. 

“My new Safer Lorry Scheme, coming in less 
than three months, will ban all lorries not fitted 
with safety equipment from London. My new 
segregated cycle superhighways, better junctions 
and Quietway back-street cycle routes will fur¬ 
ther protect cyclists. 

“The population explosion in London cycling 
shows why we need all this and why we need to 
go still further.” 

Cycling deaths and serious injuries (which are 
known as “KSIs” - the standard measurement) 
per journey have fallen by just under 80 per cent 
since 1989, the peak year, when 33 cyclists were 
killed and 752 seriously injured on London’s 
roads. 

Around 90 million cycling journeys were 
made in the capital that year. The KSI rate was 
one in every 115,000 journeys. 

The £913 million investment programme an¬ 
nounced in the Mayor’s 2013 Vision for Cycling 
is now in delivery, with four segregated super¬ 
highways currently being built and a number of 


major junctions also under reconstruction. 

Building work is also under way on the Quiet¬ 
way network of back-street cycle routes. The first 
Quietway s, the first sections of segregated super¬ 
highway and the first rebuilt junctions will open 
this year. 

Leon Daniels, director of surface transport at 
TfL, said: “The increase in people cycling on the 
TfL Road Network, as well as the new insights 
into why people are cycling in London, is proof 
that the huge investment we are making in Lon¬ 
don is helping to encourage more people to take 
to two wheels. 

“With new cycle routes, better cycle parking 
and easier access to Santander Cycles all taking 
place in 2015, we are confident that the next 12 
months will see cycling levels rise even higher 
and help London maintain its place as a world- 
class cycling city.” 

■ The Mayor published his Vision for Cycling 
in March 2013, outlining plans to spend £913m

Shops raided for 
rogue cosmetics 

ILLEGAL cosmetics have been 
seized from four shops in 
Shepherd’s Bush after a series 
of raids carried out by trading 
standards officers. 

The four properties were tar¬ 
geted as part of a crackdown on 
skin-lightening products con¬ 
taining hazardous substances. 

More than 500 products con¬ 
taining mercury and the 
banned substance hydro - 
quinone were seized during 
the raids. 

Mercury can cause damage 
to the kidney, liver and brain, 
while the use of hydroquinone 
has been banned in cosmetic 
products. 

The value of the goods is es¬ 
timated to be between £3,000 
and £4,000. 

A council spokesman said: 
“We are clamping down on the 
trade of potentially dangerous 
cosmetics and continue to un¬ 
cover businesses that are flout¬ 
ing government requirements 
to ensure these products are

Volunteer carers 
suffer in silence

A FORGOTTEN community 
of almost 10,000 unpaid car¬ 
ers in Hammersmith and Ful¬ 
ham are becoming 
increasingly isolated, de¬ 
pressed and are struggling to 
sleep at night because of the 
day-to-day pressures of look¬ 
ing after loved ones. 

That is the message from local 
campaigners who are launching a re¬ 
newed effort to support hardworking 
carers whose own mental and physi¬ 
cal health is suffering as a result of 
their extraordinary efforts. 

Charity leaders at the Carers Net¬ 
work are warning that more than 
12,000 people in Hammersmith and 
Fulham alone are providing essential, 
unpaid care for family and friends on 
a daily basis. 

And the pressures are growing 
greater all the time, with more than 
half (55 per cent) suffering from de¬ 
pression as a result of their challeng¬ 
ing circumstances. 

The charity, which is this week cel¬ 


ebrating the contribution made by un¬ 
paid carers as part of a nationwide ap¬ 
peal, reports that four in five carers 
have seen their own mental and phys¬ 
ical health suffer since taking on the 
role. And three quarters say they find 
it difficult to get a good night’s sleep 
because of the constant demands of 
care. 

Hammersmith retail worker Vasu 
Unadkat is just one of the thousands 
of unsung heroes who juggles a busy 
job with a challenging care role. 

Mrs Unadkat, whose mother-in- 
law suffers from dementia, a heart 
condition and number of other seri¬ 
ous ailments that keep her house¬ 
bound, has balanced work with care 
for the last 15 years. 

Her own health deteriorated as the 
stress and concern of fulfilling the 
two jobs took hold and she was re¬ 
ferred to the Carers Network by her 
GP - a lifeline that has helped her to 
cope with the pressures of care. 

With the charity’s support, she was 
able to apply for a small grant to take 
her first break from caring in two 
years. Her mother-in-law now attends 
a specialist day centre to further re¬ 
lieve the burden. 


“If it was not for my GP, I would 
not have known that such a brilliant 
service existed,” she said. “It has 
made such a difference to my life.” 

The work of carers across the 
country saves the public purse an es¬ 
timated £119 billion every year. But 
charity leaders warn that the tireless 
efforts of unpaid volunteers are being 
taken for granted, with a lack of prac¬ 
tical and emotional support for carers 
when they need it most. 

Sarah Mitchell, chief executive of 
the Carers Network in Hammersmith 
and Fulham, said: “Too many carers 
struggle on their own without realis¬ 
ing there is support out there. 

“Those who look after members of 
their family or a friend need to know 
that there is care available when help 
is needed.” 

Carers Network is organising a 
number of activities and events this 
week to mark Carers Week, with an 
information day at the Mencap Cen¬ 
tre on Aspenlea Road on Thursday 
(June 11th) between 11am and 2pm.

Humphrys to host 
‘flyunder’ debate 

HAMMERSMITH'S long-awaited 'flyunder' proj¬ 
ect will be the subject of a public debate next 
week chaired by BBC presenter John 
Humphrys. 

The award-winning journalist, host of Radio 
4's flagship'Today'programme and the popular 
quiz show'Mastermind', will oversee a panel of 
special guests at the recently refurbished Lyric 
Theatre. 

The debate has been organised by West Lon¬ 
don Link - a group of local architects supported 
by the Hammersmith Business Improvement 
District (BID) - as part of the London Festival of 
Architecture. 

The panel of experts, including representa¬ 
tives from Transport for London, as well as spe¬ 
cialist engineers and council chiefs, have been 
lined up to discuss the 'flyunder' project. The 
debate will focus on how Hammersmith would 
change without the development and whether 
there are any alternative options. 

An exhibition will be displayed ahead of the 
debate showing images of Hammersmith's 
past, present and future. 

And designs produced by the borough's chil¬ 
dren during recent workshop events will also 
be displayed as part of a 'pop-up' gallery in 
Kings Mall on June 11th. 

A spokesman for the Hammersmith BID said: 
"The 'flyunder' project will potentially have 
huge implications for the future of Hammer¬ 
smith, which is why we are encouraging local 
children to be actively involved in the future of 
their city by learning about urban design." 

A preliminary feasibility study explored three 
options for the tunnel, which is expected to 
cost between £218million and £1.7billion. 

Land freed up for redevelopment by the 
demolition of the Flyover could generate 
around £1 billion to help fund the project.

Fire incidents fall 
by third this year 

THE number of fires recorded in Hammersmith 
and Fulham fell by over a third last year. 

Emergency crews were called to a total of 
357 fires - down from 538 in 2010/11. 

New statistics produced by the London Fire 
Brigade also suggest there were fewer than 
20,000 fires across the capital for the first time 
since records began almost 50 years ago. 

In the last 12 months alone, the number of 
fire deaths has been slashed by 30 per cent. 

Commissioner Ron Dobson said: "For 
recorded fires to be at their lowest since 
records began is a fantastic achievement. Last 
year we visited 87,000 homes in London to un¬ 
dertake home fire safety visits. It's this grass¬ 
roots work to target those most at risk from fire 
that has helped make London safer than ever." 

He added: "Every fire death is a tragedy and 
we will never become complacent as so many 
could have been avoided. We will continue to 
target those most at risk." 
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Workers’ lives at 
risk in basement 


A CONSTRUCTION company has 
been fined more than £13,000 after 
government health and safety squads 
discovered “extremely dangerous” 
working conditions in a Fulham 
basement. 

Inspectors swooped on the prop¬ 
erty, in Filmer Road, back in No¬ 
vember 2013 as part of a clampdown 
on employers’ unsafe practices. 

And construction firm Darma

Limited has now been hit with a 
heavy fine for putting its workers “at 
risk of death”. 

The inspection found that con¬ 
struction workers had been exposed 
to dangerous conditions on the base¬ 
ment excavation site, working in 
deep pits that were not properly sup¬ 
ported. 

It also reported that a temporary 
works engineer was not appointed to 
oversee the project, nor was there 
“clear and competent” site manage¬ 
ment. 

After the recent hearing at West¬ 


minster Magistrates’ Court, Inspec¬ 
tor Dominic Long, from the govern¬ 
ment’s Health and Safety Executive, 
said: “Conditions on this site were 
appalling, with deep unsupported 
excavations throughout the base¬ 
ment. 

“This not only put the large num¬ 
ber of operatives in the basement at 
risk of death but could also have led 
to the collapse of the building itself.” 

He added: “Darma Limited 
showed scant regard for the safety of 
the workers they were responsible 
for - it was extremely fortunate no- 
one was seriously injured or killed. 

“HSE will take robust action 
against any company or individual 
putting lives at risk. This prosecu¬ 
tion along with the level of fine 
demonstrates that companies willing 
to disregard the safety of workers 
should expect to face severe conse¬ 
quences.” 

Darma was fined £13,400 and or¬ 
dered to pay a further £4,719 in costs 
after admitting to a breach of con¬ 
struction regulations. 

The court ruling follows a new 
drive to tackle poor working prac¬ 
tices in west London’s so-called 
‘iceberg’ properties. 

Healthy and safety teams carried 
out unannounced inspections at 
more than 100 sites across Hammer¬ 
smith and Fulham, Kensington and 
Chelsea, and Westminster earlier 
this year. Almost half of the proper¬ 
ties targeted failed safety checks.

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Have your say 
on 20mph plan 
for safer streets 


COUNCIL chiefs are to 
consider introducing a 
20mph speed limit in 
Hammersmith and Ful¬ 
ham as part of a plan to cut 
the number of road acci¬ 
dents across the borough. 

Residents will be asked for 
their views during a public con¬ 
sultation kicking off this week. 

But if the plans are given the 
seal of approval, new speed re¬ 
strictions could be in place as 
soon as next year. 

“We want to make Hammer¬ 
smith and Fulham’s streets as 
safe as possible,” said councillor 
Wesley Harcourt, the borough 
council’s cabinet member for 
transport. 

“This consultation is a chance 
for everyone - pedestrians, cy¬ 
clists and drivers alike - to have 
their say on whether they think a 
20mph limit for the borough is a 
good way to do this.” 

The council’s Labour leader¬ 
ship has made improving road 
safety one of its main priorities. 

It says that it wants to reduce 
the number of accidents and en¬ 
able more people to travel

around the borough “without 
fear”. 

Matt Winfield, deputy direc¬ 
tor at public transport charity 
Sustrans London, said lowering 
the speed limit would improve 
some of the borough’s busiest 
streets. 

“The advantages of a 20mph 
limit go beyond the obvious 
gains in road safety. Lowering 
the speed limit also helps to 
make our city a more comfort¬ 
able and pleasant place to be. 

“Our research shows that 
Londoners would be keener 
than anywhere else in the UK to 
walk or cycle to school if their 
route was on 20mph streets.” 

The consultation will be for¬ 
mally launched at a town hall 
meeting this week but hundreds 
of residents have already re¬ 
sponded to the proposal via the 
council’s website. 

According to some, the 
scheme would help to prevent 
side streets being used as “rat 
runs”. 

But the suggestion was dis¬ 
missed by others who argued 


traffic would be reduced to a 
crawl, and that driver distrac¬ 
tions, such as mobile phones, 
pose a bigger threat to pedestri¬ 
ans than speed. 

Some who commented also 
called for stricter controls on 
parking by extending double 
yellow lines. 

Mayor of London Boris John¬ 
son has advocated reduced 
speeds in the past and endorsed 
a Transport for London 20mph 
pilot scheme in March. 

He said: “Lower speeds have 
the potential to significantly im¬ 
prove road safety while enhanc¬ 
ing the environment for walking 
and cycling. 

“As well as actively support¬ 
ing and funding the installation 
of 20mph zones and limits on 
borough roads across London, 
we have also been looking at the 
TfL road network to see where 
further 20mph limits could pro¬ 
vide significant benefits.” 

Consultation documents with 
background information and a 
questionnaire will be sent to all 
households and businesses in 
Hammersmith and Fulham in 
early June.

Riders write to Queen 
to save their stables 


HUNDREDS of horse-riders who use 
Kensington and Chelsea’s only open-for-all 
riding school are devastated that The West¬ 
way Trust is forcing them to close next 
month - and consequently 12 of the horses 
may have to be shot. 

After 26 years of providing all levels of riding to 
every section of the community The West London Sta¬ 
bles has been told by their landlords, The Westway 
Trust, that their current lease will not be renewed on 
July 31st. Now local riders have written to The Queen 
to ask for her support in opposing the controversial 
closure and members of one of Britain’s greatest 
showjumping dynasties are offering to help the fight 
to keep the stables open. 

Sarah Tuvey, who runs the stables, confirmed fears 
that at least a dozen of the 20 horses may have to be 
put down if new homes cannot be found for them. 

“I think 12 of the horses may have to be shot if we 
can’t find them homes, because they are old horses 
who are quite high-maintenance,” she said.

The Trust argues that it has bent over backwards to 
accommodate the stables who they claim have been 
frequently in rent arrears since 1995. 

The trust says it is willing to have talks to work out 
a way to protect the horses. “We have offered to meet 
to discuss how the welfare of the horses is protected 
during the transition and offered to provide support to 
help them with the transition,” said Angela Mc- 
Conville, chief executive of the trust. 

But feelings in the community are running high 
about the coming closure. 

“Everybody connected to the stables is terribly upset 
that a charity which is supposed to serve the best in¬ 
terests of the community will shut the stables which 
are so popular”, said one of the riders. 



Marsden doctor 
leads cancer cure 


ROYAL Marsden Hospital consultant 
Dr James Larkin, pictured, has been 
hailed as a local hero for leading 
“spectacular” work which has been 
praised around the world as a step to¬ 
wards a cure for cancer. 

Dr Larkin’s work in developing a 
groundbreaking class of drugs which 
help the immune system attack tu¬ 
mours made front page news world¬ 
wide last week after trials resulted in 
tumours shrinking or disappearing 
completely in half of inoperable can¬ 
cer patients. 

A series of studies has shown that the drugs, which 
use the body’s defences to combat the disease, were 
effective against some of the most deadly tumours, in¬ 
cluding those of the lung, bowel, liver and head. 

Experts in Chicago at the world’s largest cancer con¬ 
ference said that the method was likely to become a 
once-in-a-generation advance, to rank with 
chemotherapy and surgery as “one of the pillars of on¬ 
cology”. 

Peter Johnson, chief clinician at Cancer Research 
UK, said: “The evidence emerging from clinical trials 
suggests that we are at the beginning of a whole new 
era for cancer patients”. 

Dr Larkin, who led the trial of 945 patients, said he 
was “excited, pleased and optimistic because we have 
got a response rate of more than 50 per cent, which 
has never been seen before”. 

The Mayor of the Royal Borough of Kensington and 
Chelsea, Councillor Robert Freeman, praised Dr 
Larkin for his pioneering work. 

He said: “Both as the Mayor of Kensington and 
Chelsea, that is the home of The Royal Marsden, and 
as a Governor of the Trust, I should like to congratu¬ 
late Dr James Larkin on his groundbreaking work on 
the treatment of melanoma. 

“The replacement of chemotherapy by immunother¬ 
apy is a very exciting prospect. The results so far have 


been spectacular particularly in the 
case of advanced melanoma where 
previously the prognosis has been 
poor. 

“Every two minutes someone in the 
UK is diagnosed with cancer, which is 
why I have chosen research into the 
personalised treatment of lung cancer, 
the second most common cancer in the 
UK, as my charity this year. 

“Combining research at The Royal 
Marsden, the Royal Brompton, The 
Institute of Cancer Research and Im¬ 
perial College London, we are confident that this re¬ 
search will enable real progress to be made in the 
treatment of lung cancer.” 

Dr James Larkin is a Medical Oncologist specialis¬ 
ing in the treatment of patients with cancer of the kid¬ 
ney and cancers of the skin, including melanoma. 
Dr Larkin took a first in Natural Sciences from Cam¬ 
bridge University and undertook clinical training at 
Oxford University, qualifying in 1996. He underwent 
general medical training in London and in 2001 won 
a Medical Research Council Fellowship for a Clini¬ 
cian, carrying out laboratory research at The Institute 
of Cancer Research which led to the award of a PhD. 

He completed specialist training at The Royal Mars¬ 
den and was appointed a Consultant in 2008. His re¬ 
search interests include the individualisation of 
patient treatment in renal cancer and melanoma, and 
the use of novel targeted therapies and immunothera¬ 
pies to treat these diseases. 

He is UK Chief Investigator for a number of clinical 
trials in melanoma and kidney cancer and has been 
awarded research grants from bodies including Can¬ 
cer Research UK, The Wellcome Trust and the Euro¬ 
pean Framework Programme 7. 

Dr Larkin is a member of the NCRI Melanoma 
Clinical Studies Group and Chair of both the NCRI 
Renal Cancer Clinical Studies Group and The Royal 
Marsden/ICR Committee for Clinical Research.

Improving local life in the Royal Borough 


THE third City Living, Local Life (CLLL) 
annual report sets out what sort of projects 
have been supported in 2014-15. The report 
includes a snapshot of activity across all 
wards in the borough. 

It lists some key achievements for the initiative in¬ 
cluding 59 projects benefiting young people, 15 local 
history projects, 29 pop-up events being organised by 
CLLL across the borough and approximately 3,500 
residents taking part in CLLL supported activities. It 
also contains detailed case studies to show the differ¬ 
ence CLLL is making across neighbourhoods, and 
what the future has in store. 

This year £197,000 has been allocated to setting up 
and supporting 112 local projects; including film clubs 
for older residents, workshops on healthy eating for 
schoolchildren and employment training. 

Since it was launched in October 2011 by the Royal 
Borough of Kensington and Chelsea CLLL has 
brought councillors and residents together to develop

projects and activities in the community. 

Residents and local groups have got involved in 
projects designed to strengthen community ties and 
improve life in the borough, which address and meet 
different local priorities. These have included life 
coaching lessons, activities for isolated older people, 
community events and kitchen gardens.

Each ward in the borough has funds of up to £20,000 
(£14,000 for wards with two councillors) to support 
local projects, improve neighbourhoods and bring 
people together. 

Councillor Gerard Hargreaves, Cabinet Member for 
Voluntary Organisations and Resident Engagement, 
said: “I am very pleased that the third City Living, 
Local Life Annual Report showcases some really ex¬ 
citing local initiatives. These are the result of close re¬

Resident satisfaction 
reaches all-time high 


I ’VE been a councillor since 
1986 and been in the hot seat 
as Leader for two years. In this 
time I’ve been responsible for over¬ 
seeing many of the services we pro¬ 
vide to residents, businesses and 
visitors. 

It never ceases to amaze me what gets 
done each and every day. 

From bins being collected to children 
being cared for, council staff and contrac¬ 
tors are out there round- 
the-clock making sure 
that the borough runs 
smoothly. 

Of course there are 
times when things don’t 
go as well as I would like 
and when this happens 
it’s very important that 
we listen and improve. 

Thankfully, however, 
we seem to get things 
right more often than not 
and this was borne out by 
the results of an impor¬ 
tant independent survey 
that shows our resident 
satisfaction at an all time high. 

Essentially the survey asks a large sam¬ 
ple of residents how they think we’re doing. 

It sets out to record just what people who 
live in the Royal Borough think about the 
services they receive, their local environ¬ 
ment and a range of other important issues 
such as crime, jobs and council tax and 
compares this to the results from the An¬ 
nual Survey of Londoners. 

This year, 86 per cent of Kensington and 
Chelsea residents said they were satisfied 
with the way the council was run, which is 
the highest satisfaction rating it has ever 


received since the survey began in 2007 
and compares to just 70 per cent across 
London as a whole. 

An even higher 95 per cent thought the 
borough was a good place to live. 

Value for money 

The council continues to perform well 
compared with London as a whole and our 
residents are more satisfied with services 
such as street cleaning, street lighting, 
policing and repair of roads and pave¬ 
ments. 

Residents are also more positive about 
the council doing a good 
job, being efficient and 
well run and providing 
value for money than 
other Londoners. 

Residents think we 
have staff who are 
friendly and polite, and 
I’m with them there. 

They also think that 
we involve them in deci¬ 
sion-making. 

Not all is rosy though - 
residents are worried 
about the lack of afford¬ 
able housing and traffic 
congestion - and I share 

their concerns. 

For me, the fact that we seem to be get¬ 
ting it right despite the enormous financial 
challenges we have faced, is very pleasing. 
It reflects well on all our hard working staff 
who deliver consistently good services to 
our residents. 

While such complimentary figures do pro¬ 
vide a warm glow I know we must continue 
to work very hard indeed to make sure 
these high standards are maintained. 

And we must also look carefully at those 
areas where residents say they are not 
happy and see where we can improve.

The role of the Mayor 


THE Mayor’s role is made up of many 
parts: it brings recognition to those who, 
often unseen, make a positive contribution 
to the community; it’s about helping others 
to see how they, through voluntary work or 
charitable giving, can contribute to the 
local community.

UNDER THE WESTWAY 


Apprentices offer energy and passion

and work under The Westway. 

L ast Tuesday I spent the morn¬ 
ing at Kensington Aldridge 
Academy school, for a screen¬ 
ing of ‘More Hot for No.5’ - a social 
documentary made by year 5 pri¬ 
mary school children at Barlby Pri¬ 
mary School, working with the 
terrific Digital-Works education 
charity. 

The purpose of the film was to put local 
people and their personal stories at the 
centre of North Kensington’s fascinating 
history. What was striking in the sto¬ 
ries that were told is the demonstrable 
community spirit that has characterised 
the communities of North Kensington 
over the decades. 

This community showed formidable 
solidarity and resilience in the face of 


the many social challenges they faced - 
poor housing, cultural unrest, poverty, 
and de-industrialisation. The arrival of 
the motorway in the late 60s added to 
the community’s feelings of neglect and 
alienation. 

One of the other impressions the film 
left me is how North Kensington has al¬ 
ways been a place that has attracted 
artists, artisans, creatives and makers. 
That spirit lives on today in the concen¬ 
tration of creative businesses that 
choose to locate themselves in this 
neighbourhood. 

Faced with such a creative local con¬ 
text, my team and I spent time last year 
trying to understand why so many 
young people locally are disconnected 
from these very exciting businesses and 
jobs. 

We know that Kensington & Chelsea is 
one of the poorest performing boroughs 
in London for young people getting into 
apprenticeships. We also know that it is 
one of the least favourable places to 
start a small business, in part due to the 


limited availability of affordable work¬ 
space and getting connected to a suitable 
business mentor. 

Westway Trust’s workspaces on Acklam 
Road are continually fully occupied and 
we have demonstrable demand for more 
such space. It is this evidence that has in¬ 
formed our plans to develop the eastern 
part of our estate into an enterprise hub. 
Our intention is to create more flexible, af¬ 
fordable space for creative start-ups and 
entrepreneurs. Such a hub would also cre¬ 
ate networks and opportunities for men¬ 
toring and support. 

Results have astonished us 

In 2014 we launched our Creative Ap¬ 
prenticeship Programme. We viewed it as 
an experiment to see just how many young 
people would like to get into an appren¬ 
ticeship in local creative businesses, and 
to understand the appetite of local busi¬ 
nesses to employ young people.

‘Inaccurate’ claims over hospital 


■ GREG Hands (Conservative MP for Chelsea and 
Fulham) continues to peddle his inaccurate claims 
about Charing Cross Hospital (LWN June 4 4th 2015). 
Imperial Health Trust’s plans are for a much dimin¬ 
ished ‘new’ hospital to be built - after selling off 55per 
cent of the present Charing Cross site to developers. 

This ‘new’ hospital will have less than 25 pr cent of 
the hospital space of the current hospital. It will have 
24 - with the possibility of another 40 - inpatient beds, 
instead of the 360 beds currently at Charing Cross. 


It will NOT have a blue light A&E service - it can’t! 
There simply won’t be acute beds there to admit pa¬ 
tients to. Just what sort of emergency department there 
will be remains a mystery to campaigners since NHS 
England has not yet told us, or Imperial, or, apparently, 
Greg Hands, what this will be. But it is unlikely, be¬ 
cause of no acute beds and no emergency consultants, 
to be much more than an Urgent Care Centre. 

All Mr Hands needs to do is read Imperial’s clinical 
strategy paper, published in July 2014. He will find all 


the above facts there. And, as our campaigners attend 
Imperial Board meetings (and, in fact, have met twice 
with the CEO of Imperial and some of her senior of¬ 
ficers) we know that there have been no amendments 
to these plans. 

Far from our campaign being ‘wrong, dishonest and 
irresponsible’, Save Our Hospitals has been the key 
source of honest and accurate information being made 
available to the general public. It is time for Greg 
Hands to cease applying austerity measures to the tme 
picture of Imperial’s plans and the plans in Shaping a 
Healthier Future

He was warmly welcomed by 
the new Mayor of the Royal Bor¬ 
ough, councillor Robert Free¬ 
man. The event was also 
addressed by the Deputy Mayor 
of London for Crime and Polic¬ 
ing, Stephen Greenhalgh, who 
spoke of the pressing need for 
multi-cultural youth activities 
such as football to divert young 
people from gang membership 
and religious extremism. 

The conference, which was 
made possible by Kensington- 
based charity The Unity of 
Faiths Foundation, looked at 
how different faith groups edu¬ 
cate their young people to show 
respect and tolerance for people 
of different backgrounds.

Iqra, a 16-year-old schoolgirl 
from Southall who plays for the 
TUFF girls’ football team 
dressed in a hijab, said: “All my 
life I have been criticised by 
people, including many in my 
own community, who say girls 
shouldn’t play football. With 
TUFF FC I have found respect 
and made many new friends of 
different faiths who come to¬ 
gether to play the game we 
love.”

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Any condition Good, Bad or Broken 
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By Geoff Baker 

ET’S keep it simple, this renewed 
debate about how much the Royal 
Family costs us. 

Basically, the cost per man, woman and child is 
around about 60p per year. It’s actually a bit less, 
but let’s round it up. 

“Sixty pence! I could buy a packet of crisps for 
that.” 

Outrageous, isn’t it, you’re paying for all of the 
heritage, pomp and pageantry that brings millions 
of tourists to London each year, supporting tens of 
thousands of jobs in the capital alone, getting the 
benefit of the only 10 minutes of good thought in 
an otherwise venal and Disneyesque Christmas, 
The Queen’s head handily on your stamps so you 
know which side to stick them, the pride it brings 
to be British, the envy of America, and it’s costing 
us each a bag of cheese and onion! 

“That’s daylight robbery! How much did the 
banking crisis cost us by comparison? Bet it 
wasn’t the price of a whole packet of crisps.” 

Nope, according to the BBC’s economics re¬ 


porter Steve Schifferes, bailing-out the banks cost 
£30,000 per person. Or 50,000 packets of crisps. 

As the Government’s austerity cuts begin to bite 
- entirely caused, let us remember, by the antics of 
the banks - that limping dog of a tired old argu¬ 
ment is doing the rounds again, is the Royal Fam¬ 
ily really worth going without one bag of Walkers? 

To most of us the investment looks sound, the 
Royal Family costs the taxpayer £40 million a year 
to maintain and they generate, mainly through the 
visitors’ spend, at least £150 million and at most 
£500 million a year. That’s a minimum 275 per 
cent, maximum 1,150 per cent, annual profit, 
somewhat better than any rate that they’re cur¬ 
rently offering at Barclays. 

Not happy 

But apparently some of us skipped maths at 
school. The TaxPayers’ Alliance group is report¬ 
edly not happy with the yield on the royal deal 
which beats any other investment. And as a further 
rise in funding is expected to be announced next 
month as part of the Government’s settlement with 
the Crown, inevitably the calls are coming for belt¬ 
tightening at Buckingham Palace.

Bringing millions each year into the British economy

The Alliance says: “Britain’s finances are in a ter¬ 
rible state, and that means no area of public spend¬ 
ing should be simply signed off. Restraint where 
possible should always be welcomed. We need to 
look again at the settlement to ensure that the costs 
of the Royal Family are kept under control.” 

The Republic group - whose views are echoed by 
the Green Party - wants Britain to have no Royal 
Family at all. The existence of a monarchy, they 
argue, is “unrepresentative of a modern nation”. 

The Republicans seem to be confusing “modem” 
with “best”, assuming that what it now and current 
is, by definition, an improvement. 

But what does “modem” London think? Earlier 
this year YouGov did a poll of Londoners, asking 
for their views on the funding of the Royal Family. 
The results of the poll have never been published 
until now. 

YouGov asked: “The Royal Family’s income 
comes from the taxpayer [the Sovereign Grant] and 
their estates [the Royal Duchies of Cornwall and 
Lancaster]. For each of the following groups of the 
Royal Family, please say whether they should or 
should not receive money from the taxpayer and the 
Royal Duchies”. 

The results are interesting in revealing who are 
the favourite royals - 62 per cent of Londoners said 
that The Queen and the Duke of Edinburgh should 
be publicly funded, with 29 per cent not agreeing 
and 8 per cent saying the question was too hard to 
answer. 

Fifty per cent said Prince Charles and the Duchess 
of Cornwall should be funded - as against 40 per 
cent who said that they should not - and 51 per cent 
[as against 38 per cent] are up for continuing public 
funding for the Duke of Duchess of Cambridge. 

Then the polling takes a turn for the bizarre. Ac¬ 


cording to the survey, 48 per cent of Londoners say 
that Prince Harry should not be funded, as opposed 
to 41 per cent who say that he should. 

This is weird because another YouGov poll, com¬ 
missioned for Newsweek last year, put Harry as our 
No 1 favourite royal, ranking him in the top six 
above The Queen, William, Kate, the Duke of Ed¬ 
inburgh and Prince of Wales [tied in fifth place] and 
Prince George. 

Now clearly, as the Labour and Lib-Dem Parties 
ruefully know from recent experience, one should 
not put complete and utter tmst in the polls as they 
often read it wrong. 

British media 

And one misreading in all of this Republicanism, 
with its let’s ban the Beefeaters, abolish Trooping 
of the Colour, shut the Tower of London and every¬ 
thing else that by definition would go along with 
dismantling the tourist attraction of the monarchy, 
is that it fails to take account of a weighty view of 
the British media. 

Not having a Royal Family would decimate the 
news industry, for whom the Royal Family are its 
biggest sellers - look at the recent blanket coverage 
of the birth of Princess Charlotte for evidence of 
that fact, put a royal baby on the front of your news¬ 
paper and sales soar. And sales soar because that’s 
what the people want to read about, that’s what is 
popular. If it wasn’t, newspapers which are affected 
by public demand as much as any other business, 
would not do it. 

So perhaps the most accurate way to evaluate the 
worth of the Royal Family is not by polls or ac¬ 
countancy but empirically, by simple rule of thumb 
- like looking at the turn-out in the Mall next week¬ 
end for Trooping The Colour. 

Do you think the crowds will come? Or will 
everybody stay at home to eat crisps?

O N June 18 th 75 years ago, Winston 
Churchill stood to address a hushed 
House of Commons with a trou¬ 
bled heart. 

It was little more than a month since he had re¬ 
placed Neville Chamberlain as Prime Minister to lead 
the wartime coalition Government and all around him 
was chaos, the air heavy with the chimes of doom. 
Much of Europe was already under the heel of the 
Nazi jackboot, the surrender of France was just four 
days away, it was only a fortnight since Britain had 
bravely rescued the 350,000 fighting men that re¬ 
mained of its army from the shores of Dunkirk, every 
mother in the nation feared for the future of her child 
and every soul in the land was prepared for the Ger¬ 
man invasion. 

For Churchill, the task ahead of him in his speech 
was enormous. With families and fighters gathered 
around radios all over Britain to hear him, he knew 
that he had to find the words that would give his 
countrymen the will to win in the face of impossible 
odds. 

He spoke for 30 minutes, cataloguing the disasters 
of the recent past and interspersing the litany of the 
threat that lay ahead with his typical contempt for 
giving in. And then the growl of defiance hit its 
stride. 

“The Battle of France is over,” he said, “the Battle 
of Britain is about to begin. 

“Upon this battle depends the survival of Christian 
civilisation. Upon it depends our own British life, and 
the long continuity of our institutions and our Empire. 

“The whole fury and might of the enemy must very 
soon be turned on us. Hitler knows that he will have 
to break us in this island or lose the war. If we can 
stand up to him, all Europe may be freed and the life 
of the world may move forward into broad, sunlit up¬ 
lands.... 

“But if we fail, then the whole world, including the 
United States, including all that we have known and 
cared for, will sink into 
the abyss of a new dark 
age made more sinister, 
and perhaps more pro¬ 
tracted, by the lights of 
perverted science. 

“Let us therefore brace 
ourselves to our duties, 
and so bear ourselves, 
that if the British Em¬ 
pire and its Common¬ 
wealth— last for a 
thousand years, men 
will still say, this was 
their finest hour.” 

With those words, 
defining the superior 
might of the pen, 

Churchill inspired a 
courage the like of 
which and the importance of which has never been 
rivalled in history nor to this day. For it was those 
words which propelled just 3,000 aircrew - outnum¬ 
bered in both men and machine by 5 to 1 - to take to 
the air to save Britain, the world and freedom. 

There are only about 100 of those men left around 
the world and this week the Prince of Wales and the 
Duchess of Cornwall will host a tea at Clarence 
House for them, the few of The Few, the veterans and 
members of the Battle of Britain Fighter Association. 

The Prince of Wales is Patron of the Battle of 
Britain Fighter Association and in that role he repre¬ 
sents the nation’s pride and its gratitude. 

The Battle Of Britain lasted from July 10 th to Octo¬ 
ber 31 st 1940 and it was nothing else other than this 
country’s desperate fight for survival, the future in 
the hands of brave men who were little more than 
boys. 

The German Luftwaffe knew that in order to suc¬ 
cessfully invade the UK, they had to achieve air su¬ 
premacy and that meant smashing the RAF. The 
Luftwaffe’s initial estimate was that it would take just 
four days to obliterate RAF Fighter Command. 

As it happened, they got their sums wrong. 

But who were The Few? 

“The average member of the British public in the 
Spring of 1940 probably thought of the typical RAF

pilot as carefree, out for a good time, doing a bit of 
flying within a club setting and able to impress the 
ladies on a Saturday night with the lads,” says the 
RAF on its page of tribute to the heroes of skies. 

“In reality nothing was further from the truth. 
Wartime flying, piloting a 350 mph fighter daily to 
within an inch of your life, was in fact a deadly seri¬ 
ous business requiring a cool head and a steady, cal¬ 
culating nerve. Only a fool would treat it casually as, 
if he did, he would soon be bounced by a Me 109 and 
become another name on a war memorial. 

“The average age of an RAF pilot in 1940 was 
about 20 years. Some were as young as 18 and there 
were others over 30. In those days, with the age of 
majority set at 21, many of the RAF’s Battle of 
Britain pilots were not old enough to vote but not too 
young to lay down their lives in the face of a life and 
death struggle to save Britain from coming under the 
tyranny of the Nazis. 

Swelled the ranks 

“Not all were British - in fact Fighter Command 
was a cosmopolitan mix. There were Poles (141), 
Czechs (87), Belgians (24) and Free French (13) who 
swelled the ranks along with those from the British 
Commonwealth and other nations who answered the 
call for pilots wanting to defend freedom. 

“Roughly two-thirds of the 3,000 or so RAF pilots 
who flew in the Battle of Britain were officers, the 
other third being sergeant and flight sergeant pilots. 

“In 1940 a pilot officer could expect to earn £264 
per annum, roughly equivalent to just over £30,000 
in today’s money, and non-commissioned officers 
quite a bit less, despite facing the same dangers: both 
received an allowance (flying pay) recognising their 
aircrew status. 

“In addition their numbers were beefed up with pi¬ 
lots from the Auxiliary Air Force (AAF) - made up 
those from the largely middle and upper classes who 
trained at weekend (hence they earned the nickname 


“weekend warriors”), who provided a civilian pool 
of extra capability during emergencies. 

“One fighter squadron - 601 (County of London) 
Sqn was known as the “Millionaires’ mob” because 
it was formed by a group of wealthy aristocrats. But 
on the outbreak of war the AAF was subsumed into 
the RAF and its squadrons became normal frontline 
squadrons. 

“Other sources of manpower were the University 
Air Squadrons (UASs), created to attract young talent 
to the Service, and the Volunteer Reserve (RAFVR). 

“Outnumbered 5 to 1 by both machine and men, 
RAF pilots had radar and one significant other ad¬ 
vantage over the Germans - they were defending 
their homeland. 

“If a pilot crashed or baled out over land he was 
likely to be over friendly territory. It was an alto¬ 
gether different story for a German pilot. Once they 
had left the shores of northern Europe they were in 
hostile skies for nearly the rest of the sortie. During 
engagements they could easily run short of fuel since 
no German aircraft in 1940 had been designed with 
long range operations in mind. 

“The cost of the Battle was high - of the nearly 
3,000 aircrew who fought in the Battle of Britain 544 
lost their lives and of the remainder a further 814 died 
before the end of the War. The Battle of Britain Mon¬ 


ument on the Victoria Embankment records the 
names of the 2,936 flyers from the 15 nations who 
flew for Britain in the Battle.” 

On August 16 th 1940 Winston Churchill emerged 
from a bunker at RAF Uxbridge after visiting the No 
11 Group operations room during a day of air battle. 
He told his aide, Major General Hastings Ismay, 
“Don’t speak to me, I have never been so moved”. 

After the great man had sat in solemn silence for 
several minutes, some words came to him. Four days 
later, he recited them to the House of Commons: 

“The gratitude of every home in our island, in our 


Empire and indeed throughout the world, except in 
the abodes of the guilty, goes out to the British air¬ 
men, who, undaunted by odds, unwearied in their 
constant challenge and mortal danger, are turning the 
tide of the world war by their prowess and devotion. 

“Never in the field of human conflict was so much 
owed by so many to so few.” 

Seventy five years of freedom on, the spirit on that 
gratitude will be delivered again by The Prince Of 
Wales this week to the remaining Few of our finest 
hour, an hour that will never be forgotten.

Appearing at Glastonbury and with a new album 


How does Lulu do it? 



M any are the mys¬ 
teries of modern 
life. Why did so 
many buy 50 Shades Of 
Grey? Does Boris Johnson 
own a hairbrush? And how 
does Lulu do it? 

This year Lulu marks 50 
years of stardom but, moreover, 
50 years of looking and sound¬ 
ing fabulous. Yes, we all know 
that she started young but even 
so, how is when all of her con¬ 
temporaries are looking their 
age that Lulu never seems to? 

Recently the former Rear of 
the Year won another poll when 
she was named the artist who 
looked better for her age than 
anybody; beating Elle McPher¬ 
son, Amanda Holden, Johnny 
Depp, Jagger, McCartney and 
even David Beckham and Halle 
Berry. 

Although she is 66, most peo¬ 
ple polled said she dressed and 
looked like she was 38. The poll 
was for the hair transplant cen¬ 
tre Crown Clinic and, pre¬ 
dictably, it came with a quote 
from a hair surgeon who said, 
“the message is clear, if you 
want to stay at the top then look 
after your hair”. 

I’m pretty sure that there’s 
got to be more to it than that, her 
own range of skin products - 
Lulu’s Time Bomb - for 
starters. But for Lulu herself, the 
answer is also in the singing. 

“It’s all about the music for 
me; everything else I do, keep¬ 
ing fit, trying to look as good as 
I can for my age, it is all because 
of the music,” she says. 

This month Lulu, the only 
woman in the world who has 
worked with the Stones, David 
Bowie, Elton John, Paul Mc¬ 
Cartney and Take That, notches 
up another youthful first when 
she takes to the stage at Glaston¬ 
bury. 

It is one of at least three 
festivals that Lulu 
will be playing 
this summer.

Although she started in stardom 
at the age of 15 with her Top 
Ten cover of the Isley Brothers’ 
song “Shout”, she has never 
done festivals before. But for 
Lulu, “never before” have been 
watchwords of her career, like 
working with Take That. 

“People always ask me what 
it was like working with Take 
That and I always say it was 
wonderful, but it was actually 
hell; they were awful, they were 
so unattractive, let’s face it, 
working with young men. 

“Are you kidding! It was an 
amazing experience and some¬ 
thing that I never would have 
expected. Although when the 
offer came through I thought 
‘how ridiculous, me singing 
with these kids, these young 
boys, really?”’

As with many national treas¬ 
ures, she underestimates the 
iconic status that will make 
Glastonbury go mad for her, 
quite simply because she’s Lulu. 
Yes there are bigger-selling 
recording artists, but they’re not 
Lulu. Ask David Bowie why he 
recorded with her and that’s his 
answer - “well, because she’s 
Lulu” - Paul McCartney will 
tell you the same; in a world 
where much is relative, Lulu is 
an absolute. 

And what 


makes her that is this ever- 
changing thing that she has al¬ 
ways had going. Not for Lulu 
are the golden oldies tours that 
sell off nostalgia, for her it is all 
about now. 

“I don’t listen to old music, I 
listen to what is now,” she says. 

“From the business point of 
view, it’s all about youth. But 
even the people I love like 
Bruno Mars, Pharrell, Ed 
Sheeran, Sam Smith and Ri- 
hanna, they are all influenced by 
the people I loved way back in 
the day. 

“I’m not trying to be them, 
I’m not trying to be those kids 
and I’m not trying to be young, 
but there is a thread.” 

The thread is tied up in 
“Making Life Rhyme”, her first 
album in a decade and her first 
ever where she has written her 
songs herself. 

“I hadn’t recorded for several 
years as I had been doing a lot 
of acting, but I did want to get 
back into the studio and record 
some old songs, I was thinking 
of doing a blues album, cover¬ 
ing some of the classics. 

“But I thought, it’s a waste of 
time, no-one’s interested in me 
and I will never get a record 
deal, who’s going to buy it? 

“But then my manager came 
back from Decca and said that 
the record company was inter¬ 
ested but they liked the idea of 
me doing new songs rather than 
covering old ones. Frankly, the 
idea of a label giving me a deal 
if I wrote my own songs was the 
furthest thing from my mind. 

“But my brother and I and a 
couple of really good writers sat 
down and did this whole album 
of self-penned songs. It was an 
amazing experience for me be¬ 
cause I didn’t ever think that at 
this age and at this stage of the 
game I would be writing my 
own songs. It’s like I’ve been 
given another chance, a cat with 
nine lives; it’s a re-birth for me.” 

It’s been quite a life - her first 
BBC TV series at the age of 17, 
her first movie a year later, with 
Sidney Poitier in “To Sir With 
Love”, reaching No 1 in the 
States with the title track song 
from the film, and then winning 
the Eurovision Song Contest 
with “Boom Bang A Bang”, still 
the definitive Euro song. 

“I know if s a rotten song but 
I won, so who cares?” she once 
told the late John Peel. “I’d have 
sung ‘Baa Baa Black Sheep’ 
standing on my head if that’s 
what it took to win. I am just so 
glad that I didn’t finish second 
like all of the other Brits before 
me, that would have been 
awful.” 

She should talk to this year’s 
low-pointed British entry if she 
wants to discuss awful, but she 
won’t be as she’s taking her 
fresh songs from her new album 



“The Answer Is Love”, “Faith 
In You” and “Every Single Day” 
that she’s up there rocking with 
the best of them. 

“It’s crazy to think that this is 
a first for me, at this age, it’s 
kind of outrageous and I should 
have started writing when I was 
young. It was a big mistake not 
to have done, but it fits well 
with me now. This album is al¬ 
lowing me to open up and it’s 
like I’ve grown up. 

“But in another way, it also 
feels like I’m just beginning.” 

If you’re going to Glaston¬ 
bury, check her out. After all 
this time, she’s still got the best 
growl in the business.

out to the massive festival 
crowds. 

The critics are saying that 
“Making Life Rhyme” is the 
best album that Lulu has ever 
made. The Daily Telegraph’s in¬ 
fluential rock writer Neil Mc¬ 
Cormick wrote that it is “a 
triumphant modern soul blast, 
full of big, heart-felt songs that 
reclaim her place as one of 
British pop’s most distinctive 
and expressive voices. It is a re¬ 
minder that before Amy Wine- 
house, before Adele, there was 
Lulu.” 

The critics have also hailed 
the album because unlike the 
bouncier, bubbly hits for which 
she is better known, the new 
songs reveal a vulnerability that 
we have not heard in Lulu be¬ 
fore. 

“I have had an amazing life 
but like everybody I’ve had my 
ups and downs and disappoint¬ 
ments, and I’ve dealt with a lot 
of sadness in my life,” said 
Lulu, whose two marriages 


failed and 

who, as a 
child, en¬ 

dured a very 
anxious 
childhood as 
her parents 
relationship 
is best de¬ 
scribed as stormy. 

“But, being an artist, I am 
now able to put all of those 
things into songs. My mother 
would say ‘I hope you’re not 
going to be a Moaning Minnie’, 
but it’s not about me moaning, 
it’s about me expressing myself 
in maybe a more vulnerable 
way than I would have done 
when I was young.” 

That said, “Making Life 
Rhyme” does not find Lulu cry¬ 
ing into her cup. For the rocker 
- which is what she essentially 
is, forget the Eurovision and the 
light entertainment days, this is 
still the Brit with the best rasp¬ 
ing soul voice around - shows 
magnificently on tracks like

FOCUS ON FOSTER CARE FORTNIGHT 


Can you offer a foster child a home? 



A s Foster Care Fortnight gets under 
way there are hundreds of children 
nationwide seeking a home. 

Across the three boroughs of Kensington and 
Chelsea, Westminster and Hammersmith & Fulham 
the number of children in care has declined consis¬ 
tently over the past six years thanks to a combination 
of factors including effective support children and 
young people remaining with their families. 

However that said, the three boroughs currently 
have about 25 children in need of a foster home. This 
figure fluctuates but what remains constant is the need 
to recruit new foster carers to look 
after children on a short or long-term 
basis. 

You don’t need any formal qualifi¬ 
cations to become a foster carer. The 
minimum requirement is to have your 
own home and a spare bedroom but 
equally important is the personal 
qualities the person brings to the job. 

Foster carers need to be selfless, 
caring, and have time to chat, to lis¬ 
ten, to act as chauffeur and chaperone 
for contact visits, hospital appoint¬ 
ments, attend school parents’ 
evenings and more. 

And another quality foster carers 
need is to be resilient because, after 
you’ve provided the home, been there 24/7, laughed, 
sympathised, cuddled, praised, been an advocate, ar¬ 
gued and made sure the house rules were respected 
you have to be prepared to have your heart ‘ever so 
slightly broken’ each time the placement ends and be 
willing to start the whole process all over again when 
you get a new child to foster. 

Foster carers Ray and Joan Hill and Lloyd and 
Teresa Ochola have between them looked after nearly 


200 children over the past 25 years and they all agree 
that the final parting is difficult. 

“It’s a wrench for the entire family. But if you did 
not miss them you would not be doing your job,” says 
Joan, who with Ray has received a special award for 
fostering 100 children at ceremony. 

“The heartache is worth it because the most impor¬ 
tant thing you can do is love children and try and give 
them a good start in life.” 

Teresa, who with Lloyd fosters older boys aged from 
12 to 18 years, agrees. “No matter how challenging a 
boy is it is a wrench when they leave. I start preparing 
myself six months beforehand. It is a real bereavement 
and loss that you go through. No 
matter what your relationship was 
you feel it. Sometimes when they 
don’t come back you feel hurt, but 
deep down you know they are show¬ 
ing you that they can cope.” 

“And when they do come back 
you’re there for them just as parents 
are for their adult children,” adds 
Lloyd. “Two years ago we had two 
siblings turn up that we had fostered. 
Their mother had died and they 
wanted help with the funeral, one of 
them did not have a suit. So, of 
course, we bought it. Well, what 
would you do if your child left home 
and came back looking for help?”. 

Both couples also agree that anyone considering 
taking up fostering because it is paid should think 
again. While the money is important and a concession 
on the council tax bill a welcome benefit, the primary 
motivating factor should be a love of children. 

“You should not do it just for the money. Only do it 
if you really love looking after children and have a lot 
of attention and time. It is really time consuming. It is 


not about sitting round at home, often there are high 
levels of contact visits required or sometimes hospital 
appointments to be kept.” says Ray. 

Sleepless nights can be a feature - if they are babies 
they may not sleep through the night if they are 
teenagers they may be out at night and you may be 
waiting for the call to come and collect. 

“The key is to accept people and don’t be judge¬ 
mental. You have to be willing to give up part of your 
life. There is good support from social workers but 
you need to be self-reliant and able to deal with situ¬ 
ations as they arise,” says Lloyd. 

Enriching the family 

“We had one boy that came to us from a secure 
mental hospital, he started fires, we took him and 
there were a few incidents which meant Teresa could 
not sleep at night so she spoke to him to understand 
what was behind his actions. 

“So she asked him ‘what is this about?’ It turned out 
that in his country kids often started small fires for 
company, just like someone might go for a run here. 

“Once she discussed things it ceased to be a prob¬ 
lem.” 

The fostering experience enriches the whole family, 
Ray and Joan’s grown up adopted daughter, 
Annabelle, explains. “It helps you become a broad¬ 
minded family. It is so nice to grow up in a family 
that is constantly evolving but where everyone loves 
each other. “ 

She is keen to point out that: “Fostering young ba¬ 
bies is no picnic. Mum and Dad deal with babies 
born to addicts who are addicts themselves. They cry 
constantly for weeks and then it is amazing you see 
them become healthy and contented.” 

“It can be a struggle but we cope” adds Joan. 


“Where possible we meet the parents and tell them 
that we are not here to take over your children or re¬ 
place you and then it can work better. Some place¬ 
ments require a high level of contact with birth 
parents.” 

Lloyd and Teresa like to meet the boys before they 
are placed with them. “We talk to them and are sat¬ 
isfied that they want to come and live with us. Of 
course this is not always possible, sometimes there 
are emergency placements. But where possible we 
like to meet. 

“We say” explains Teresa, “you respect us and we 
will respect you. No swearing in the house and don’t 
steal. If you are short tell us’. You have to treat every¬ 
one as an individual.” 

If proof is needed that fostering is a rewarding ex¬ 
perience you only have to look at their own adult chil¬ 
dren. One of Lloyd’s and Teresa’s daughters fosters 
children and Ray and Joan’s elder son Christian and 
his wife are considering becoming foster parents. 

Currently the three boroughs have 235 foster carers 
who between them look after 474 children but more 
are needed.

RAY and Joan adopted Christian and Annabelle 
(pictured above) over 30 years ago and subse¬ 
quently started to foster children. They went on 
to adopt one of their foster children, Warren 
who is now aged 15. 

“We adopted our children first and then we 
started fostering older children. But as our own 
children were small it was more difficult with 
older children so we starting fostering younger 
ones,” said Joan 

Ray said the couple are a bit bemused to re¬ 
ceive an award for doing something they both 
enjoy. “But it is nice to have form of recogni¬ 
tion” Joan was not keen. “We don’t need an 
aware,” she said,” 

Lloyd and Teresa (pictured top right) have 
three girls of their own and felt fostering boys 
was a better fit. “We started with girls but they 
can be more volatile,” explained Teresa 

“At one stage we took four siblings (one girl 


and three boys), we wanted to keep them to¬ 
gether. At the same time we had two other sib¬ 
lings as their mum was in rehab and we had to 
take them for regular contact visits. 

“So we had three sets of school runs.” Our old¬ 
est daughter helped with one, Lloyd took the run 
furthest away from home, Teresa did the nearest 
run nearest while her mum looked after the 
house. 

“If you take a child and its gets difficult try 
and to give up”, advises Lloyd. “One boy we fos¬ 
tered had been in 14 different homes. Another 
came for a two week time-out foster period, to 
provide respite for his permanent foster carers, 
and stayed with us for over three years. He is 39 
now. We’ve been to both his weddings. He was 
married twice and has five children, he still 
keeps in contact and will ring if one of the chil¬ 
dren are ill and he wants to talk.”

Serves 4 

T HIS is a great fragrant fruit salad: if you can't get all of the 
fresh ingredients for the syrup don't worry too much, as you 
can buy dried lime leaves and lemongrass which will work 
fine for the salad. 

300-400g mixed berries 

A handful of Thai basil leaves (or ordinary basil) 

For the syrup 

2 sticks of lemongrass, chopped 
8 lime leaves 

50g root ginger, scraped and thinly sliced 
1 star anise 
150g caster sugar 
150g water 

Bring all of the ingredients for the syrup to the boil and simmer 
for 5 minutes; leave to infuse for an hour or so. Strain through a 
fine-meshed sieve and either chill or use at room temperature. Put 
the berries into a serving bowl and pour the syrup over. Serve with 
thick cream, yogurt or creme fraiche and scatter the basil leaves 
over the top.

THE centenary of Armenian Genocide will be re¬ 
membered with a “Living Memory” event, a day 
of artistic and cultural performances at the Great 
Chelsea Hall on Friday, June 26th. 

The Armenian General Benevolent Union event 
begins at 4pm, with “Memory is Still Alive” an ex¬ 
hibition of paintings and then at 7pm, the cultural 
programme starts with a talk “Remembering the 
Armenians in Turkey Today”. The talk is then fol¬ 
lowed by recital, music and dance performed by 
talented Armenian artists. Admission to the event 
is free. 

From 1915 to 1923 two million Armenians and 
other Christian minorities such as the Assyrians 
and Greeks were ethnically cleansed from what is 
now eastern Turkey. 

Under the cover of 
World War One, the 
Committee of Union 
and Progress (CUP), the 
rulers of Turkey at the 
time, planned and exe¬ 
cuted the 1915-16 ‘de¬ 
portations’ which 
started with the illegal 
arrest, imprisonment 
and murder of the bulk 
of the Armenian intelli¬ 
gentsia including politi¬ 
cal and religious 
leaders, writers, doctors

and teachers. 

The British, French and Russian governments is¬ 
sued a joint statement in May 1915 calling the 
Genocide “A crime against humanity and civiliza¬ 
tion”, and held the Turkish government and indi¬ 
vidual officials responsible and promised to 
prosecute them after World War One ended. 

Turkey was recently accused of dismissing the 
Centenary of the Armenian Genocide by changing 
the traditional date of their Gallipoli commemora¬ 
tions from April 25th to the 24th, to coincide with 
the International day of commemoration of the Ar¬ 
menian Genocide by the Ottoman Empire.

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Kevin's warning about gas risks

THE man behind Britain's fastest grow¬ 
ing tradesmen's directory is issuing a 
tough warning to all elderly and vulnera¬ 
ble residents in Westminster, Chelsea, 
Pimlico and Kensington to make sure 
their lives are not put in danger. 

All across the country people are employing 
unskilled and unqualified plumbers and heating 
engineers to repair and instal boilers, radiators 
and fit new pipework. 

Kevin Byme, CEO at Checkatrade, fears they 
will be putting their lives at risk and these fears 
are backed by the Gas Safety Register who 
demand that tradesmen installing gas appliances 
and fittings must be Gas Safe registered. 

Using rogue fitters to fit or repair boilers is life- 
threatening because residents could be at risk 
from carbon monoxide poisoning 
Checkatrade is now sending a warning to all 
elderly residents in Westminster, Chelsea, 
Pimlico and Kensington asking them to take 
every safeguard to ensure that the tradesman 
they employ is Gas Safe registered and not a 


rogue fitter. 

“Every gas fitter who 
takes out membership with 
us is Gas Safe registered 
otherwise we will not 
allow them to be part of 
our organisation,” said Mr 
Byrne. “We also expect 
them to act honourably 
and professionally and if 
not they will be taken off 
our books.” 

“That said, there are some basic safeguards 
every elderly resident should take if they are 
thinking about employing a gas fitter for a new 
boiler, for central heating or for having new 
radiators fitted. 

“Firstly don't take the engineer's word for it that 
he is Gas Safe. Ask to see his Gas Safe registra¬ 
tion card, all registered Gas engineers will carry 
this on them, if they don’t have it, don’t use 
them. 

“Their card will show their registration number 
and you can check it online at www.gassafe 


register.co.uk or by phoning the Gas 
Safe Register on 0800 408 5500. Or 
if you have a mobile phone you can 
simply text Gas then their registration 
number to 85080. You will receive a 
text message back advising if the reg¬ 
istration number is registered.” 

“Just spending an extra couple of 
minutes to be sure could save you 
thousands and may even save your 
life,” added Mr Byme. 

“We have hundreds of gas engineers 
and plumbers on our books covering 
Westminster and surrounding areas and we 
expect them not only to uphold the name of Gas 
Safe, but also ensure that they maintain the rep¬ 
utation that Checkatrade has built up. 

Consumers can also check on our website on a 
member’s profile page whether their Gas Safe 
membership is current or not.” 

A Gas Safe Register survey found that one in 
six people admitted they would knowingly 
employ an illegal gas fitter if they came recom¬ 
mended. 


The cost to employ a gas engineer is also more 
important to homeowners than safety, with 
more than two in five people (41 per cent) 
wrongly assuming that illegal gas fitters are 
cheaper than registered engineers. 

The survey also claims that an estimated quarter 
of a million illegal gas jobs are carried out 
every year, and Gas Safe Register’s ongoing 
investigations are uncovering that nine in 10 
illegal gas jobs are not completed to the 
required standard. 

In fact, one in five jobs are so dangerous that 
Gas Safe Register has had to act quickly to 
switch the appliance off because it could have 
immediately caused a gas explosion, fire or car¬ 
bon monoxide poisoning. 

“These statistics confirm the importance of 
making sure you employ the right person and 
that person is legally qualified to work in your 
home,” added Mr Byrne. 

“Gas is a killer, but so too is a cowboy fitter - 
for your own health and safety be alert and be 
vigilant.”

Caring home <arers...Fake sites shut down...Beware savings scammers 


■HOME care provider Home Instead is making sure local residents are 
alerted to potential farudsters. 

The company, based in Englar Road, Westminster, launched a public edu¬ 
cation programme and gives all attendees a fraud protection kit. 

Owner Fred Mairet has also given a talk himself at London Westminster 
memory cafe in Pimlico which was attended by residents and their carers. 

Fred gives talks on fraud prevention, promotes the work of national chari¬ 
ty Think Jessica and has so far reached 250 Westminster residents. 

■THE Police Intellectual Property Crime Unit has suspended more than 
2,000 websites selling fake luxury goods since the New Year. 

The sites disrupted by the City of London Police unit were selling well- 
known high end goods including fashion brands Burberry, Longchamp, 
Abercrombie and Oakley and jewellery designers Tiffany & Co and Thomas 
Sabo. 

However, the items being sold were far from the desired brands that were 


advertised and were in fact just cheap and inferior counterfeits. The web¬ 
sites sold a wide range of items from the luxury brands including clothes, 
handbags, sunglasses, shoes and jewellery. 

■BE alert if you’re planning to buy national savings because crooks are try¬ 
ing to cash in on your money. Fraudsters have set up a bogus website claim¬ 
ing to be the official site of National Savings & Investments (NS&I) and are 
cold calling people offering investment in 65+ Bonds (known as Pensioner 
Bonds). 

Members of the public who are searching for the official website may be 
directed to the fake one which then asks them to supply contact informa¬ 
tion. Do not pass personal or banking information to companies that cold 
call you. The only domain name (website address) that is legitimate is 
www.nsandi.com NS&I do not make sales calls to potential customers so if 
you have been a victim of fraud or suspect a company of fraud please con¬ 
tact Action Fraud on 0300 123 2040 or via the online reporting tool. 


Age UK calls for scams task force 


OVER 53% of those aged 65 or above believe 
they've been targeted by fraudsters, a new Age 
UK survey has found. 

While the majority didn’t get caught out, a 
third of older people who did get drawn in by a 
scam have lost £1,000 or more. 

Age UK, with branches in Westminster and 
Chelsea, had a study carried out by Populus on 
behalf of the charity, which highlighted the extent 
to which the older generation is targeted by 
fraudsters. 

More than half of those over 65 have received 
a phone call, email, text or letter through the post 
that they think was a scam, although 60% never 
report it. 

The findings come as Age UK publishes a new

report - Only the tip of the iceberg: fraud against 
older people - outlining how fraud is widespread 
across the country. It shows the different types of 
fraud being committed and what can be done to 
combat and tackle the issue. 

As new pension freedoms come into force, 

Age UK is warning that people over 55 who now 
have access to a large amount of pension savings 
could be a prime target for scam artists. 

The common tactics used by fraudsters to lure 


their victims in were also revealed. They included 
befriending or “grooming” potential targets, as 
well as isolating them from friends and family. 

The charity is calling on the government to cre¬ 
ate a National Scams Task Force, building on the 
good work currently being done at central and 
local government and beyond. Tackling scams 
would be the top priority. 

Age UK has also produced a list of top tips to 
help older people spot a fraudster and as such 
avoid being scammed. This includes not rushing 
into anything on a whim, checking that any com¬ 
pany you deal with is reputable, knowing whose 
on your doorstep by always requesting ID from 
anyone you don’t know, and being wise to cold 
call and pension scams.

“Not that Aston Villa is a small club, but he has 
already played many great games for them and can 
now play in the Champions League.” 

Chelsea have added former Real Madrid hit-man 
Gonzalo Higuain to their list of potential signings. 
Higuain is an interesting choice. Mourinho dumped 
the Argentina striker in 2013 when in charge at the 
Bernabeu but he has netted 53 goals in 102 
appearances for Napoli. 

With the Italians failing to reach the Champions 
League, he could seek a move to a club who could 
offer him elite European competition. 

At 27, he would need convincing that he wouldn't 
command an automatic starting place if Diego 
Costa is in prolific form and fit. But Mourinho has 
the ability to keep competing players - such as 
Courtois and Cech - in check and he will need all 
his management acumen to succeed in that 
particular task with Higuain. 

A fee of £30m would go a long way at the Serie A 
club, who will be looking to offer funds to a new 
coach following Rafa Benitez's departure to Real 
Madrid. 


■ BACK-to-back NatWest T20 Blast defeats 
in the space of 24 hours have undone 
Middlesex’s good start to the short-game 
competition. 

They lost to Hampshire by 19 mns at Southampton, 
where they managed just 153 for 6 in reply to the home 
side’s 172 for 3. James Franklin and wicketkeeper John 
Simpson did most to keep it competitive with 31 apiece. 

Against Glamorgan at Cardiff the next day, Middlesex 
were set 170 to win but came up five runs short for the 
loss of five wickets. Opener Dawid Malan led the chase 
with 70 - including 11 fours - before being bowled by 
Craig Meschede. 

Earlier, Middlesex went top of LV Championship 
Division One at Lord’s after drawing with 
Warwickshire, having failed to reach a victory target of 
270 to win in a minimum of 54 overs. 

Fast bowler James Harris became the leading wicket- 
taker in the country, his three second-innings scalps 
against the Bears taking him to 35 for the season. 

Nick Compton top-scored with 74 as Middlesex were 
all out for 260 in the first innings. Joe Burns hit 72 in 
their second innings knock of 152 for 5. 

Middlesex captain James Franklin said: “There would 
have been a great finish if we had not lost 86 overs to 
the weather during the four days. 

“We did think about chasing down that target during 
the afternoon session, and both Joe Burns and Sam 
Robson batted extremely well to give us a good 
platform with their opening partnership. 

“But then we lost a couple of wickets in quick 
succession and, unfortunately, a couple more in quick 
succession soon after that, including myself. 

“That meant we then had to play for the draw but you 
could see from the way that Warwickshire stayed out 
there until there was only four overs left that they 
fancied getting into our lower order.” 

Middlesex resume their T20 campaign with a home 
game against Gloucestershire at Old Deer Park, 
Richmond on Sunday (2.30pm), then return to Lord's 
next Thursday to face Hampshire. 


■ A LATE flurry of runs by Zafar Ansari 
couldn’t prevent Surrey from losing to Essex 
under the lights in the NatWest T20 Blast 
match watched by more than 20,000 at The 
Kia Oval on Friday night. 

All rounder Ansari smashed an unbeaten 39 runs off 
16 balls in a 25-minute blitz that yielded four sixes. 

But the damage had already been done. Only Kumar 
Sangakkara, who weighed in with 58 from 38 deliveries 
and cleared the boundary ropes four times, plus a brief 
foray from Moises Henriques on his home debut, 
offered much resistance to an Essex side set 170 to win. 
This they accomplished with four balls to spare for the 
loss of four wickets. 

There was a run fest at The Kia Oval last week, with 
three hundreds scored in Surrey’s rain-affected LV 
Championship draw with Lancashire. 

Jason Roy put Surrey in command with 143 of his 
side’s first innings haul of 448 all out.

Prior to the opening of 
the gates, the only honour 
Edrich had received at 
the ground was one fifth 
of the popular Hundred 
Hundreds Bar in the 
Pavilion - a naming right 
he shares with Mark 
Ramprakash, Jack Hobbs, 
Tom Hayward and 
Andrew Sandham. 

However, it was felt, in 
honour of Edrich’s 
incredible record for 
Surrey of 29,305 runs in 
410 matches at an 


average 46.07, he 
deserved further 
recognition. With his 
fellow opening batsmen 
Jack Hobbs and Alec

R OMAN Abramovich is, as we 
know, a multi-billionaire. But at 
the end of the season he must have 
felt just like a Euromillions Lottery 
winner. 

The reason? Well, thanks to their Premier League 
title win, Chelsea trousered almost £99m. Or to put it 
in football terms, a Gareth Bale plus a spare left leg. 

Just over £54m came from the TV rights deal - a 
share of money distributed equally among the clubs. 

Then you add the merit prize money based on final 
league position. Chelsea, as champions, netted almost 
£25m. 

Blues receive another £20m in facility fees for their 
25 live UK television appearances. 

(By comparison, QPR’s compensation for dropping 
into the Championship is £64.9m.) 

So with all that dosh rolling in and extra cash from 
sponsors and merchandising, just what are the Blues 
going to do with it all? 

I’m no accountant but I reckon the players and staff 
must swallow up a hefty chunk of that revenue.

With no significant progress on the redevelopment 
of Stamford Bridge, it was interesting to hear this 
week that AFC Wimbledon will be asking their fan 
owners to ratify a move away from the 4,800-capacity 
Kingsmeadow Stadium - which they have shared with 
non-league Kingstonian FC since 2002 - and back to 
their spiritual home in Merton. 

Sell leasehold 

Should their plans progress, then Dons will sell the 
leasehold of the stadium - built in 1989, with Kingston 
Borough Council owning the freehold of the land - 
to finance the development of a new stadium in Plough 
Lane on the site of the existing Wimbledon greyhound 
stadium. 

This puts Chelsea in pole position to buy Dons’ 
current home located in Kingston-upon-Thames. 

A Chelsea spokesman confirmed to LWN Sport: “We 


are in preliminary 
discussions with AFC 
Wimbledon regarding 
taking control of 
Kingsmeadow Stadium in 
order to play our academy 
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and women’s matches 

there, should Wimbledon _ 

proceed with its intended 
move back to Plough Lane.” 

Of course, for many fans of the pre-Abramovich era, 
Kingsmeadow was an annual pre-season destination 
when Blues’ former reserve side played their home 
matches there. A Chelsea first XI has also played a 
friendly against Kingstonian.

Euro call for young Whites 


T WO of Fulham's brightest 
prospects may get the 
chance to showcase their 
talent on the international stage 
this month. 

Danish midfielder Lasse Vigen 
Christensen and goalkeeper 
Marcus Bettinelli have been called 
up for Denmark and England 
respectivelty for the European 
Under-21 Championship finals to 
be held in the Czech Republic. 

After a superb first half of 2014- 
15, injuries then hindered 
Christensen's impact and the 2-0 
win over Derby County in February 
proved to be his final appearance 
of the season for the first team. 

But he made his comeback for 
Fulham Under-21 s in their last 
match of the campaign at 
Tottenham and he has been 
deemed fit to travel to the 
tournament, where Denmark are in 
Group A alongside the hosts, 
Germany and Serbia. 



Bettinelli described his inclusion 
in Gareth Southgate's England 
squad as the'icing on the cake'to a 
fine debut season for Fulham. 

The goalkeeper was impressive in 
his first campaign between the 


sticks for the Whites, finishing 
second - behind Ross 
McCormack - in the club's Player of 
the Season vote. 

"I'm delighted,"Bettinelli (left) 
told Fulham's official website after 
being named in Southgate's 23- 
man squad. "It's going to be a good 
experience going out there and 
being involved in an international 
tournament. I'm looking forward to 
it and it was a proud moment 
getting called up. My family are 
very happy for me. 

"It was a really good season for 
me personally with Fulham, it 
couldn't have gone much better. 
This is really the icing on the cake. 
It's the last year I can play for the 
Under-21 sand I'm relishing it." 

Southgate's team play Belarus at 
Barnsley's Oakwell tonight 
(Thursday) ahead of their arrival at 
the championships. There, 

Bettinelli will battle it out with 
Stoke City's Jack Butland and 


Watford's Jonathan Bond for a spot 
between the sticks. 

"They're both very good 
goalkeepers," said Bettinelli. "It's 
going to be tough to get a starting 
spot but it's a good squad where 
everyone is willing to put a shift in 
and play their part. Whatever part 
that is, we're all happy to help out. 
We've got good strength in depth 
in the squad and we're all looking 
forward to going out there and 
trying to bring the trophy back." 

England are in Group B along 
with Italy, Portugal and Sweden 
but Bettinelli is confident the 
Young Lions can go far. 

"I think we can go all the way," he 
said. "We've got such a strong 
squad and such a strong spine and 
we've got a really good feeling. 
We've got real quality and a lot of 
competition for places, which 
keeps people on their toes. We're 
going to go out there and try to 
make the country proud."

As they did last season, Chelsea will have to sell for 
big money in order to finance new deals. Petr Cech’s 
departure is being signposted more evidently as his 
contract expiring date of June 30 looms ever closer. 

The man who replaced him, Thibaut Courtois, said 
in French newspapers this week that having Cech 
around pushed him to greater heights: “It’s tough when 
you have a goalkeeper at such a high level. It pushes 
you to never slacken off. I’m strong in my head and 
both of us are decisive,” Courtois said. 

“If he wants to go, that would be his choice. It’s a 
shame that such a skilled goalkeeper must stay on the 
bench. 

“When I look at his level, I’m happy for the season 
I’ve accomplished.” 

Cech is believed to have had an assurance directly 
from Abramovich that he won’t be prevented from 
joining any of Chelsea’s closest rivals should that be 
his destination of choice. 

Arsenal and Manchester United are in pole position, 
with Liverpool also in contention. 

The sticking point, as with all these dealings, is that 
Chelsea will want as much as they can get for the 
Czech No.l and will ask in excess of £12m from any 
Premier League club in the hope of putting them off. 
Should Cech opt for a continental Europe side, his 
transfer fee will come down to just under £10m. 
Something much more palatable for Chelsea and still 
a considerable sum to add to their transfer kitty. 

Chelsea have no absolute priority signing but are 
actively seeking a replacement for striker Didier 
Drogba. Radamel Falcao is a shoe-in and his goal for 
Colombia against Costa Rica at the weekend will have 
helped convince some of the doubting hierarchy that 
he is not an injury-hit has-been, despite his lack of 
form and goals while on loan from French club 
Monaco to Manchester United last season. 

Agents of strikers 

Falcao’s imminent arrival will have not gone 
unnoticed by the agents of strikers looking for a slice 
of the Abramovich cash and Atletico Madrid's France 
striker Antoine Griezmann looks to have fallen by the 
wayside as a result. 

With so many players away on international duty at 
the weekend it’s not surprising that various players 
have come to the fore as possible arrivals at Stamford 
Bridge. 

Ask one of Chelsea’s Belgium internationals if they 
want Christian Benteke to come and the answer will 
always be yes. Eden Hazard said: “If Christian signs 
with us, I would be the happiest man in the world. 

“I have a great relationship with him and would like 
nothing better than to play with him at Chelsea. 
Christian is 24, he is at an age where he has to make a 
good career choice. 
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
